LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 

The December Packet ship Amity capt. 
Maxwell, arrived in the Bay yesterday from 
Liverpool, w hence she sailed on the 1st of 
the month. Capt AL and the passengers 
got op to town last evening with the letter 
hag. The Editors of the Marcantile Ad- 
vertiser have received London papers to 
tow evening of the 29th Nov. 

London, Nov. 23. 

The House of Lords met this day, pur- 
suant to adjournment, and tile commission 
for proroguing parliament to the -3d Janua- 
ry, was then reed. The commissioners 
were the Lord Chancellor, and earls Ba- 
thurst and Liverpool. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

in consequence of the order for a call of 
the house this day, and of the interest ex- 
cited by the expected communication from 
her majesty, the members began, at an ear- 
ly hour, to assemble in considerable num- 
bers. 

At one o'clock, the whole of her majesty’s 
counsel, who are members, except Mr. 
Brougham, who was detained professionally,! 
ki the court of Kings B- nch, were in their) 
places, besides nearly one hundred other 
members, chiefly of the opposition party. 

The speaker was^ however, looked fur in 
vain. It teas i:nderstood that Lord Castlcrc- 
agh hud been closetted with him fur a consid- 
erable purl of the forenoon 

Mr iDenma i lose at two o’clock, and said, 
*'Mr Speaker, I hold in royhand a message, 
which 1 am co.i minded by her Majesty the 
Queen to pr iseut to this house. (Loud cries 
of hear, hear!) 

At this moment (a minute past two o’- 
cl >ck) Mr. Quartse, the deputy usher of the 
Back rod, tapped al the door, and immedi- 
ately entered. Thi* interruption caused 
great uprnr. About fii'j memhen rose in 
their seat . and the general cry was, “Mr. • 
Denman. Mr. Denman !” “Withdraw, with- 
draw!" but the noise was so great, that the 
gentleman in vain attempted to be heard; 
a u, in the midst of the tumult, Mr. Quarme 
proceeded thus, although it was impossible 
for him to be heard by the chair, “Mr. Speak- 
er, the Lords cflmmjssioners, appointed by 
virtue of bis majesty’s commission, com- 
mand the immediate attention of this hon- 
orable house in the house of peers.” 

Mr. Tierney rose, and observed that not 
one word of w hat had fallen from the. Depu- 
ty Usher had been heard; and how, then, 
did the speaker know what lvas the message, 
or whether he was wanted at all in the other 
house? — (.Loud cheering intermingled with 
cries of order, from the Treasury bench ) 

The Speaker then rose, the uproar still 
continuing, and Mr. Rennet exclaiming with 
a loud voice, * This is a scandal to the coun- 
try.” 

Cries of “Shame! Shame!” w'ere reite- 
rated on all sides, and the utmost indigna- 
tion was manifested by a number of mem- 
bers, »vho found her majesty’s message thus 
treated. 

The Speaker instantly quitted his chair, 
followed by Lord Castlereagh and the Clia i-| 
ce.no r ol me Exchequer, to obey the sum- 
mons of the Peers. 

The utmost confusion prevailed at this 
moment; and it would be vain to attempt to! 
describe the tumult which took place in the 
body of the House — The loudest and most 
indignant cries of Shame! were reiterated' 1 
throughout the House; and the speaker, fol- 
lowed by his majesty’s ministers mid several 
other members, advanced towards the door 
on his way to the Lords, in the midst of the 
most disconcerting uproar. 

Mr. Denman, During this confusion, re- 
mained on his legs, holding in his hand her 
majesty’s message. He was surrounded by 
the most distinguished members of the op- 
position, who, as well as many independent 
members who generally vote on the other 
aide, seemed utterly astonished at what oc- 
curred. 

At five minutes past two o'clock the. 
Speaker reached the lobby of the House of 

Peers. 

After being absent about ten minutes, the 
Speaker returned, accompanied by the few 
members with whom ha retired, and be- 
ing surrounded by the members present, he 
communicated to them that the House had 
been to the House of Peers, where the 
Lords Commissioners, by virtue of his ma- 
jesty’s commission, had prorogued Parlia- 
ment to the 23d of January next. 

The members then retired, and the stran- 
gers collected in the lobbies and avenues 
leading to the House dispersed. 

The Queen's -Message to the House of Com- 
ments. 

The following is the message which 'dr 
Denman was in the act of delivering at the 
moment he was interrupted: 

“Caroline It —The queen thinks it prop- 
er to inform the House, of Commons that 
she has received a communication from the 
king's ministers, plainly intimating ati inten 
tion to prorogue the parliament immediately, 
and accompanied by an offer of money (nr 
her support, and for providing her will 
residence until a new session may be holde i. 
This offer the queen has had no hesitation 
i a refusing. While the late extraordinary 
proceedings were pending, it might be fit for 
her to accept the advances made for her 
temporary accommodation ; but she natural- 
ly expected that the failure of that un paral- 
lelled attempt to degrade the Koval Family 
would be immediately followed by submit- 
ting some permanent me-. sire to the wis- 
dom of parliament: ami she has felt that sh 
could no longer with propriety receive fr ,,n 
the ministers what she is well assured the 
liVralitv of the House, of Commons would 
have granted, as alike essentid to tlie dig.ai 
ty of the throne, and demanded bv the plain- 
est principles of justice. If the queen is to 
unde-stand that new ornceed’uigs are med: 
tated .agamst her, she throws herself with 
unab-'.te i confidence i -, the representatives 
of the people, fully relying on their justice 
and wisdom, to take effectual steps la pro- 
tcct her fioaa the farther vexation of unne- 



cessary delay, and to provide that those un- 
exampled persecutions may at length be 
brought to a close.” 

It is the more extraordinary that this mes- 
sage was not received, as Mr. Brougham 
iad apprised both the speaker and Lord 
Casllereagh that such a message was to be 
brought Mown. 

Though the House of Commons, as is 
well known usually meets about a quarter 
before four, j et the hour fixed in every ad- 
journment is ten.

The Missouri Question has again been be- 
fore Congress, in the form of tl,o Resolution 
adopted by the Senate, which has been call- 
ed up and discussed in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 'The following are the most 
prominent proceedings on the subject as 
given in the National Intelligencer. 

Monday, Jan. 29. 

On motion of Mr. Clay, the House re- 
solved itself into a committee of the whole 
on the State of t| le Union, Mr. Smith, of 
aid. being called to the chair; and the res- 
olution bom the Senate, for admitting Mis- 
souri into the Union, with a ctweat against 
the provisions, if there he any, which con- 
flict, with the constitution of the United 
States, was taken up. 

Mr Clay delivered his sentiments at large 
on the present state of the question. He 
was in favour of the resolution from the Se- 
nate, and should vote for the resolution, even 
hough more emphatically restricted against 
any snpposad repugnance of one of its pro 
visions to a provision of the constitution of 
he United State,, the existence of wine 
however, ho did not by any means doubt. 



Mr. Randolph moved to strike out the 
proviso, and spoke about fifteen minutes m 
support of it, but the question being taken 
it was decided in the negative, 82 to oi. 
So the proviso was retained. 

Mr. Stevens assigned the reasons why ho 
should vote, against the resolution, 
h Mr. Foot moved to amend the resolution 
I ty adding to it another proviso, that it bo 
| taken as a fundamental condition on which 
j said state is admitted into the Union, that 
j so much of the constitution as requires tlu, 

. Legislature lo pass laws to prevent the mi- 
gration of free pcdple of colour thither, 
shall be expunged from the constitution of 
the state within two years from this time, in 
the mode prescribed for amending the con- 
stitution. [This would admit Missouri into 
the Union forthwith, on tbe condition sta- 
ted.] 

Mr Baldwin having expressed his inten- 
tion to vote for this proposition — 

Mr. Clay moved to amend the amend- 
ment by adding words of this efler.t: “so 
far as the same (the clause of the Missouri 
constitution) tends to deprive citizens of 
each state of tlie privileges and immunities 
of citizens ofthe several states.” Thi* mo- 
tion, however, he subsequently withdrew. 

Tuesday, Jan. 30. 

Mr. Butler, of N. II. delivered the reav 
sons w hy he could not vote for the resolu- 
tion from the Senate. He suggested tho 
course which he would consent to take, 
which he presented to t..e House in the 
shape of a written amendment, to be pro- 
poned hereafter. The object of it was, af- 
ter declaring a particular clause in the Cons 
stitution of Missouri to be repugnant to thet 
of the United States, lo provide, that the 
people of Missouri be and they are hereby 
authorized to form a new Constitution, or 
amend that already formed, in order to their 
being admitted into the Union. 

Mr. Stores, after a few introductory- re- 
marks. moved an amendment to Mr. Foot’s 
amendment. 

Mr Rhea, after making some remarks, 
moved the committee should rise, with a 
view to demanding the previous question, 
which would preclude all debate and r* 
mendment, and present to the House a na- 
ked and direct question on the resolution 
from the Senate. 

Mr. Clay earnestly opposed (his course, 
as going to close the door on the spirit of 
accommodation. 

The motion for the committee to rise was 
negatived, by a large majority. 

Mr. Clay then, after an earnest appeal (» 
ill parts of the House tu bring to the future

The question was then taken on Mr. 
Foot’s motion to amend as above, and de- 
cided in the negative by a large m ijority. 

F ridav, Feb. 2. 

A motion was made by Mr Clay, in order 
to make a last effort at accommodation on 
this question which absorbed all other ques- 
tions to refer the senate’s resolution to 4 
select committee. 

The motion was agreed to, ayes 10”; and 
a committee was ordered to be appointed ac- 
cordingly, consisting of thirteen members.

m Robertson’s History of the Mexican 
Revolution recentiy published.] 

At dawn of the morning ofthe. 27th 
of October, 1818, Oiraiit’ta’s cayalrv 
salii d fiointlie Ambush, nnd .radvar ’.red 
n full speed on Mina’s encampment. 
I" e alarm w s given. The troopers of 
Min t, finding 'heimelws mt off from 
oe horses at pasture, mingled with the 
infant'y, wnose first impulse was to save 
themselves by flight. II thitty infantry 
only had united at that jumtmc, such 
w is the situation ofthe ground, that they 
" old have repelled the whole force of 
Oi-jntio, or at least could have h Id him 
. c iiA . k and made good their retreat. 
But officers and soldiers thought of no- 
thing but their own safety ; in the ut- 
m st disorder they rushed forward to 
gin the s immit of tiie hills, and thence 
s ape by the bai ror.cas in the rear, Min-., 
a v lit; etl lav the nais - and tumult of his 
Iv ing troops, started from the floor, and 
ashed out of the house in the same ap- 
parel in which he and p issed the night, 
without coat, hat, or even his sword* 
R -gardless of his person, his first object 
w s to attempt the r illying of his flying- 
troops ; but all Ins exertions were 
unavai ing. II • soon found himself a- 
lonc. He beheld the enemy pursuing 
and cutting down his flying comrades ; 
and attempted, when too late, to secure 
.is own sat" tv; but the enemy were upon 
him. Still hallooing to the fugitives to 
hail and lorm, he was s- ized by a dra 
goon ; having no arms whatever, rcsist- 
au 1 was useless. 

If Mina, on fi.st leaving the room, 
had attempted to escape, he might have 
s .ccerded with as much case as nwty 
others ; but we suppose such a thought 
never entered his mind. His favorite 
servant, a colored b.>y of New-O cleans, 
after the general left the itousi , « ddled. 
iis best horse, and went in pursuit of his 
caster carrying likewise his sword and 
pistols ; but uufortuuatety he found him 
not. 

The dragoon who captured Mina was 
Ignorant ofthe rank of lus prisoner, un-

his sovereign, and to interrogate him con 
cer.iing his motives in tuns becoming a 
traitor, insulting him, and lavishing up- 
on him the bitterest criminations. Mi- 
nt, who on the most trying occasions nev- 
er lost Ins pr sence of mind and charac- 
teristic ii nm ss, replied to the interrog- 
atories in so sarcastic a strain, and with 
such strong expressions of contempt and 
indignation manifested in his counte- 
nance, that the brutal Orrautia sla.ted 
from his seal and beat with the flat of his 
sword his disarmed iE pinioned p,. Doner. 
Mina motionless as a statue, endured this 
indignity; and then, with a . rest brighten- 
ed bv conscious greainoss, and an eye 
glowing with the fire of an elevated spirit, 
he looked down upon his conqttcrer, and 
said; “I regret being made a prisoner; 
but to fall into tiie hands of one r -gard- 
luss of the character of a Spaniad and a 
soldier, rendets my misfortune doubly 
keen.’, Thc magnanimity of Mina fill- 
ed ev -ry man present with admiration, 
and even Oframia stood confounded with 
the severity ol his rebuke. 

The capture of Mina was considered 
by the Spanish government as an event 
of such high importance, that they have 
onored the present viceroy, Don Juan 
Ruiz de Apodaca, with the title of Con- 
te del FcnXdito, Lilian and Orrautia 
.ave been presented with military cris- 
es r an" 1 to the dragoon who actual y 
U’ok Mina, a yearly stipend has been as- 
signed, accompanied by promotion to the 
station of a corporal. 

A i*tt'i.r, purporting to be written by 
Mina; to Lilian, on the Sd of November 
after his capture, has app aretl in the 
Mexican G izette, which, although it 
contained nothing but what might be ex- 
pected from a man whose mind was sour- 
ed by the conduct of such a man as Pa- 
d e Torres, yet is couched in a style that 
renders it a suspicious document; besides 
• hat the whole tenor ot Mina’s conduct, 
f ont the moment of his capture to tha. 
of his execution, forbids the belief of his 
having written the letter in question. We 
further know, that subsequont to his cap- 
ture, he wrote a letter to his countryman, 
Don Pablo Erd zain, who commanded 
at thh work of Tepeaca, in which letter, 
wriitan i 1 the provincial dialect of Nav- 
arre, he gives some instructions about 
his own private affairs, and concludes by 
wishing Erdozian success, exhorting him 
to pursue a conduct mark d by fu nour 
and consistency. We have thought pro- 
per to mention these circumstances, in 
order to counteract a .y erroneous im- 
pr ssion that may hav b cn made by the 
publication before alluded to in ih‘ Mex- 
ican Gazette. We have, o;i other occa- 
sions, noticed the recantations and peni- 
tential documents published in that Gaz- 
ette, relative to Ilidalgo, Me rlos, and o- 
ih. r patriotic chiefs, all o weic.i are now 
well known to have been forgeries of 
the royalties, fur the purpose of deceiv- 
i g the people.

tln.iraiion excited ny his conduct, that 
there were few officers in Lilian’s arm) 
who did not sympathize in Mina’s mis- 
for lone ; and were much more disposed 
to liberate than to sacrifice hint. 

Upon the arrival at Mexico of the ex 
press which had been dispatched to an- 
lounce the capture of Mina, couriers 
were sent by the viceroy to every part 
of the kingdom to convey the cheering 
intelligence. Te Deums were chanted
